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Congress Votes Overwhelmingly 
To Declare War Against Japan 


Roosevelt Request 
Passes I wo Houses 


With Huge Majority 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.— (AP) — The United States, 
through its Congress, declared war today on Japan. 


Overwhelmingly, and with the greatest unity shown 
in many a day, the Senate and House of Representatives 
backed up President Roosevelt’s request for a war declara- 
tion with unprecedented speed. 


The Senate vote of 82 to 0 and the House vote of 388 
to 1 told their own story of unity in the face of common 
danger. The speed with which the two chambers granted 
President Roosevelt's request for a declaration was un- 
precedented. 


Single Adverse Vote Is Cast 


The single adverse House vote was that of Miss Jean- 
nette Rankin, Republican congresswoman from Montana, 
who was among the few who voted against the 1917 declara- 
tion of war on Germany. 


The officially-announced loss of two warships and 3,000 
men dead and wounded in Japan’s raid on Hawaii was fresh 
in the minds of the legislators. 


The Senate and House had assembled together to hear 
President Roosevelt ask the declaration. They cheered 
him enthusiastically and then pushed the resolution 
through with not a moment’s waste of time. 


“I ask,” the president told a joint session, “that the 
Congress declare that since the unprovoked and dastardly 
attack by Japan on Sunday, December 7, a state of war has 
existed between the United States and the Japanese Empire.” 


“Date Which Will Live In Infamy” 


The: president said that yesterday was “a date which 
will live in infamy.” 


Within 20 minutes after he finished the Senate had 
acted. 


Text of the president’s message to Congress follows: 
To the Congress of the United States: 


Yesterday, December 7, 1941—a date which will live 
in infamy—the United States of America was suddenly 
‘and deliberately attacked by naval and air forces of the 
empire of Japan. 


The United States was at peace with that nation and, 
at the solicitation of Japan, was still in conversation with 
its government and its emperor looking toward the main- 
tenance of peace in the Pacific. 


Japs Reply After Bombing Starts 


Indeed, one hour after Japanese air squadrons had com- 
menced bombing in Oahu, the Japanese ambassador to the 
United States and his colleague delivered to the secretary 
of state a formal reply to a recent American message. While 
this reply stated that it seemed useless to continue the exist- 
ing diplomatic negotiations, it contained no threat or hint of 
war or armed attack. 


It will be recorded that the distance of Hawaii from 
dapan makes it obvious that the attack was deliberately 
planned many days or even weeks ago, During the inter- 
vening time, the Japanese government has _ deliberately 
sought to deceive the United States by false statements 
and expressions of hope for continued peace.

VICTORIA, Dec. 8— (CP) —

are No fundamental differences 
between us and no difficulties af- 
fecting the formation of a coali- 
tion government which cannot be 
composed in conference.” 

Mr. Hart, who will be sworn in 
as premier tomorrow, succeeding 
Hon. T. D, Pattullo, said the Con- 
servatives’ proposals for establish- 
ment of a highway commission and 
departmental reorganization in the 
interest of efficiency “will properly 
come before our new government 
for consideration and for my part 
that consideration will be sympa- 
thetic.”
